STRENGTH OK THE KNOW NOTIUNOH.CHANGES OP
SEWAKD'8 ELECTION.BILL RELATIVE TO CONVEY
AHCE OK PROPERTY FOR RELIGIOUS PURPOSE!.
OFFICE M.kKlHS.GOVERNOR CLARK ANI) THE VA¬
CANT BENATOK8HIP, ETC., ETC.

ALiu fty, Jan. 4, 1855.
Upon analysing the voto giv>:n yesterday, upou the

chaplain <|uestion, as taken in the House, it appears
that nineteen democrat" and forty-four whig* comprise
the Know Nothing strength in that body, making sixty-
three in all. Having recorded thoir votes and placed them¬
selves thus early on the record declaring themselves op¬
posed to Catholic prayers, will these forty-five whigs.
will either of them falter when the lime arrives to vote
for a United States Senator? The democratic strength
in the House ia forty-one, which, added to the forty-
four whig Know Nothings, makes an aggregate of eighty
Ave members who now stand opposed to William 11.
Seward for re-election. In order to elect him, it will be
necessary for twenty-two of these whig Know Nothings
to cave. Will only twenty-five of them stand firm?

This morning Senator Putnam Introduced a bill rela¬
tive to tbo conveyance of property for religions pur¬
poses.

AS ACT IN RELATION TO CONVEYANCES AND DEVIMS OP

PKKSONA1. AND HEAL ESTATE, FOR RKI.KJIOCH PI'RPOriRL
Sec. 1. No grant, conveyance, devise, or lease of per-aonal or real estate to, nor any trust of such personal or

zeal estate for the benefit of any person and his suc-
eeasor or successors in any ecclesiastical office, shall vest
any estate or interest in said person or his successor;and no such giant, conveyance, devise, or lease to or
for any such person by the designation of any such
.See, shall vest any eitate or interest in any successor
.f such person. Hut this section shall not be deemed to
admit the validity of any such grant, conveyance, de¬
mise or lease heretofore made.

Sec. 2. No grant, conveyance, devise, or lease of anyreal estate, dedicated or appropriated, or intended to be
«ledicated or appropriated to purposes of religiousworship, for the use of any congregation or society,ahall vest any right, title or interest in any persou or
persons to whom such grant, conveyance, devise or lease
may be made, unless the form shtll be made to a corpo¬ration organized according to the provisions of the Laws
.f this State, under the act entitled " nn act to providefor the incorporation of religious societies," and the
acts amendatory thereof, or under the act entitled " an
act for the incorporation of societies to establish free
.chools," passed April 13, 1864.

Stc. J. Any real estate of the description named in
section second of thi» aet, and which has been hereto¬
fore granted, devised or demised to any person or per¬
sons in any ecclesiastical office, by the designation of
«uch office, or otherwise, shall bo deemed to lie ImM to
tri.Ht lor the beuefit of the congregation or society unin .

the same, and tthull, upon the ileath of the person or
persons in whom the title shall be vested at the time of
the pa-sage of this act, vest in the religious corpora ion
formed b) the congregation or religious society occupy¬ing and enjoying such resl estate as aforesaid, providedsuch corporation organized according to tue laws of
this State shall be in existence at the time of the de
cease of the person or persons holding the title thereto.

Sec. 4. In the event such congregation or society shall
not be incorporated as aforesaid, then and in that case
the title of such real estate shall vest in the people of
th« State of New York, in the same manner and with
the same effect as If the person holding the title t jereto
had died intestate, and without heirs capable of inherit¬
ing sach r»sl estate.

Sec. 5. Whenever title to any real estate shall vest in
the people of tbe State of New York, under and by virtue
of the last preceding section, It shall be tbe duty of the
Attorney General of tbe S'ate of New York, and he Is here¬

by authorized, npon his being satisfied of the due incorpo¬ration of tbe congregation or society who have occupied
and enjoyed such real estate for the purpose of religious
worship, undfr and according to the provisions of the act
first named in the second section of this act, and a
further production to him of a certified copy of the
recorded certificate of lucorporation, under the hand
and official seal of the clerk of the county in whose
office tbe same is recorded, to grant and convey such
teal estate and all the right, title and interest of the

all the right, title and interest which became vested in
the State by virtue of the provisions of this ac*.
